TAKE NOTED SAFEBLOWER 


POLICE ARREST JEWELED ROBBER | 
AFTER HARD STRUGGLE. 


Edward Kelly, Man of Silk Hats and a 
Postoffice Stamp Theft Suspect, Is 
Caught in the Park Gate Hotel— 
Tries to Escape, Fella Two Police- 
men, but Is Subdued—Said to Be a 
“Pal” of Joseph Hopkins — Long 
Record as an Evil Doer. 


Edward Kelly, noted ** gentleman ’* cracks- 
man, who is suspected of having had a part 
in the Chicago Postoffice robbery, was ar- 
rested in Woodlawn yesterday. after a des- 
perate struggle. 


Kelly is said to have been a ‘‘pal” of | 


Joseph Hopkins, who was shot to death 
three weeks ago by Dan Kipley. 

Surprised in the Park Gate Hotel, where he 
had been living under the name of Summers, 
Kelly accompanied Police Lieutenant Ed- 
ward McCann and Detective Patrick O’Brien 
from the building. Before the three men 
had gone half a block the prisoner tripped 
O’Brien and knocked McCann to the pave- 
ment with a blow onthejaw. 

Kelly then ran down the street, with 
O’Brien at his heels, and jumped head- 
foremost through the basement window of 
an unfinished building just as the detective 
was about to overtake him. 

McCann, who had recovered from the 
blow, ran to the rear of the building just in 
time to intercept e fugitive and subdue 
him by striking sats with the butt of moet re- 
volver. 


Silk Hats, Burglar’s Tools. 

Kelly, who is known in police circles as 
“Gentleman Herman,” “ Big Kelly,” and 
the *‘ King of Safe Blowers,’ came to Chica- 
g°0. last November and secured a room at the 
Park Gate Hotel, Sixty-third street and Jack- 
son Park avenue. For days at a time Kelly 
would absent himself from the hotel, and 
from time to time telegrams were sent from 
distant points asking the hotel people -to 
forward his mail. Such requests have come 
from en Boston, St. Louis, and 
Detroit. 

When arrested Kelly carried a watch and 
chain worth $200 and diamonds thought to 


be worth $500. In contrast to silver-backed | 


toilet articles found in his room were many 
implements used by the professional safe- 
blower. In a satchel found in his closet was 
fifty feet of fuse, capped and loaded with 
nitro-glycerine, capsules for holding explo- 
sive fluid, and several-boxes of safe-blowers’ 
caps. 

Fourteen suits of clothing, three overcoats, 
seven fancy vests, three silk hats, and seven 
other hats were found in his room. 


Kelly Betrays Himself. 

Kelly’s arrest was due indirectly to in- 
formation furnished by Philip Halland, ed- 
itor of the Detective. Last November a 
well dressed man, six feet tall, with dark 
hair, prominent nose, and blue eyes, ap- 
peared at Holland's office and said: 

‘IT will give you i for your picture of 
Edward Kelly."’ 

‘Holland ‘recognized the as the 
original of a photograph which he had just 


obtained from Toronto, Canada, where Kelly | 


was reléased in 1901 after serving a term 
for safe blowing. Holland had the only 
picture of Kelly then in Chicago. 

Holland refused to sell, and informed the 
police that Kelly was in the city. Until a 
month ago no trace of the man was found, 
and then it was leathed that Kelly had been 
at the Park Gate Hotel, but was out of the 
city. 


Long Watch, Then Capture. 

On Tuesday Kelly telegraphed to the hotel 
people that he was about to return to Chi- 
cago to secure his effects, as he intended to 
move to Boston. The police immediately 
placed a watch on the building, and so im- 
portant did they consider their prospective 
catch that the detectives were on guard 


night and day, working in eight hour shifts. 


Lieutenant McCann Kept one watch of 
eight hours, Detective Kehoe watched for 
the same length of time, and Detectives 
O’Brien and Higgins kept vigil for the re- 
mainder of the day. Yesterday Detective 
Higgins was off duty for a short time and 
Lieutenant McCann took his place with 
O’Brien. Both men were concealed near the 
entrance to the hotel. 

At 9 o'clock the detectives saw Kelly 
the front door of the hotel, and they reached 
for him as he was about to ring for the 
elevator. 

‘We want to see you at the station a 
moment,’’ said Lieutenant McCann as he 
placed his hand on Kelly’s shoulder. 

Kelly feigned astonishment, declaring that 
it was a case of mistaken identity, but whea 
the policeman insisted he expressed a read!- 
ness to go to the police station. 

“Don't use the handcuffs and I will go 
along peacefully,’’ he said. 

The trio left the hotel, with Kelly between 
the policemen, and then came the — 
effort to escape. 


Record as an Evil Doer. 

Later in the day Captain Evans of the 
Bureau of Identification appeared at the 
Woodlawn Police Station with the 'prison- 
er’s record. It shows that Kelly was known 
by the aliases of Herman, Sullivan, and 
Pa’mer to the Boston authorities. 

Kelly is wanted for alleged implication in 
a $10,000 diamond robbery in Hamilton, O., 
for which his alleged confederate, Bill 
Barrett, is serving a sentence. Barrett was 
made notorious in connection with the in- 
vestigation of Captain Luke Colleran’s of- 
fice, when it was asgerted that the Chief of 


Detectives had been negligent in not order-. 


ing Barrett to be placed under arrest on in- 
formation furnished by the apiwannee au- 
thorities. 

Kelly is known to have spent a ee deal 
of time with Hopkins in Palos Park. There 
he was introduced as a collaborator of Hop- 
kins in the electrical business. It is said 
by the police that none but experts in the 
application of electricity could have com- 
mitted the $74,000 stamp Jouinad & in the 
Postoffice.

The Queen 
and Crescent is not an important factor, and 
the Seaboard Air line can be made sub- 
versive to the Southern railway’s interests 
without much trouble. The Illinois Central's 
Southern lines do not come into active com- 


is a North and South line, while the Southern 
is principally an East and West line. If the 
Southern secures the Louisville and Nash- 
ville, however, the Illinois Central would be- 
come a more active competitor. 


May Get Line Into Chicago. 

It is also pointed out that the Louisville 
and Nashville has lately commenced negoti- 
ations for a controlling interest in the Chi- 
cago and Eastern Illinois and Evansville 
and Terre Haute to offset the control of the 
Monon by .the Southern railway, and that 
- the am@igamation of the two roads wouid 
prevent competition between the Southern 
and Louisville and Nashville north of the 
Ohio River. 

In regard to another Louisville and Nash- 
ville project, however, railway men say 
there is less doubt. This is that the Louis- 
ville and Nashville will secure control of‘the 
Evansville and Terre Haute and Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois and come into Chicago 
over those roads, and that the Southern will 
find an independent outlet to Chicago by 
the acquisition of the Monon road. © 

Through it a‘l the primary effort of both 
the great systems seems to be to reach 
Chicago and to secure lines of their own 
into this metropolis. 


Gates’ Hand Seen in It. 


as stock brokers believe that the advance 
in the Louisville and Nashville is due 
primarily to Wal! street speculation, and 
John W. Gates and his friends are believed 
to be the manipulators.

New York Stock Exchange that he was as- 
sured there was no intention to corner the 
stock and that the stock will be available to 
its borrowers. It was said that John W.

Induced Gates to Aid Market. 

This announcement is considered positive 
evidence that the President of the New

PERRY HOLL [5 DEAD 


SUCCUMBS TO PNEUMONIA AT 1 
O’CLOCK THIS MORNING. 


Wife and Two Married Daughters 
Present at the Bedside in Beaumont, 
Texas, When the Final Summons 
Comes — Deceased a Well Known 
Lawyer and a Leader in the Repub- 
lican Party—Recognized as a Great 
Political Organizer. 


Beaumont, Tex., April 12.—[Special.]— 
Perry A. Hull of Chicago, who had been iil 
here for a week with pneumonia, died this 
morning at 12:45 o’clock. Mrs. Hull and 
two married daughters, Mrs. Samuel H. 
Trude and Mrs. Louis J. Behan, were at 
the deathbed. 

Mr. Hull failed rapidly yesterday andgyhe 
attending physicians gave little hope for his 
recovery. Oxygen was administered to keep. 
up his strength, as it was thought that if 
he lived through the night he might have 
a chance to survive his illness. At’ mid- 
night he rallied and his family was encour- 
aged. The improvement, however, was brief 
and the patient sank rapidly until he passed 
away. 

When Mr. Hull's iliness took a dangerous 
turn a few days ago Mrs. Hull and daugh- 
ters, their family physician, and a trained 
nurse came from Chicago to assist in caring 
for him, 

Was a Native of Ohio. . 

Mr. Hull was born in Wiltiasneield, Ash- 
tabula County, O.; on Dec. 22, |1850.) His 
father, William M. Hull, is still living/at 83 
years of age, in Jamestown, Pa. 

In his youth, being an only child, Mr. Hull 


- received such educational advantages as the 


country schools of those days afforded. Un- 
til 17 years old he attended school six months 
of the year and devoted the other six months 
to farm work. In the fall of 1867 he left 
home to attend the Kingsville Academy, 
where he prepared himself for college. 
Graduating from the academy, he entered 
the college at Hillsdale, Mich., where he 
spent a year and a half, reading law at the 
same time in the office of Colonel R. W. 
Ricaby, who was tien Prosecuting Attor- 
ney of Hillsdale Counry. 


" Admitted to Bar in Chicago. 

In 1871, just after attaining his majority, 
the young law student left Hillsdale and 
decided to cast his fortune with the devel- 
opment of Chicago. Here he continued his 
legal studies and was admitted to the bar 
a few months after his arrival. He began 
the practice of his profession in January, 
1872, and soon became widely known as @ 
trial lawyer. 

Mr. Hull always was an ardent ) pice 
lican, at all times doing his utmost to se- 
cure the success of his party, and especially 
the machine in Cook County. At the 
time of his death he was the oldest mem- 
ber of the Cook County Central committee. 
in point of service, having been elected in 
1887. As one of the first members of the 
committee, he did much to systematize the 
county organization, and it was under his 
supervision that the first constitution and by- 
laws were drafted. 


Defeated for State Senator. 

In 1892 he was nominated by acclamation 
for State Senator from the Second Senatorial 
District, and while he ran ahead of his ticket 
he was defeated by a decisive majority. In 
1894 he was appointed a Master in Chancery 
for the Circuit Court of Cook County, a po- 
sition he held up to the time of his death. 

Within the last year Mr. Hull had become 
interested in Texas oil fields, and it was 
partly to represent the Chicago and Texas 
Oll Syndicate that he set out on the trip which 
resulted in his death. 

Mr. Hull leaves a wife, three daughters, 
and a son. Mrs. Hull was at one time a 
member of the Board of Education. She, 
with Mrs. Samuel H. Trude and Mrs. Louls 
J. Behan, two of the daughters, were pres- 
ent at the bedside when death came. An 
unmarried daughter, Miss Maybell, and 
Perry A. Hull Jr., a son, were at the family 
residence in Chicago when the news of their 
father’s death arrived. 

Mr. Hull was a member of the Hamilton 
and the Mohican clubs. The latter will post- 
pone the opening of its clubhouse, which was 
anuounced for today. 


REBELS STEAL AMERICAN BOAT. 


Colombian Insurgents on Isthmus of. 
Panama Capture a Steam Launch . 
to Use in Warfare. 


New Orleans, La., April 11.—[Special.]}— 
News reached here tonight of the confiscation 
of an American steam launch by Colombian 
Insurgents at Bocas del Toro, north of Colon. 
“One of the American crew was killed and his 
body thrown overboard. The insurgents es-’ 
eaped with the boat, but a United States 
cruiser has gone to recover it. 

The steamer Taunton of the United Fruit 
company’s line reached port today from 
Bocas del Toro, bringing the news. 

The revolutionists for 4 month have been 
planning to seize the numerous steam 
launches employed by the fruit shippers, 
load barges with troops, and ‘move on Bocas. 
This was what 400 insurgents attempted 
and partially carried out on April6. ~ . 

The men closed in round the plantation | 
where the steamer owned by Krosman, 
Braden & Co., an American firm, was made 
fast, and in the afternoon made a rush for 
the landing and captured the boat. 

The necessary information and affidavits 
in regard to the capture of the American 
craft were filed with the consular repre- 
sentative, and when the. cruiser stationed 
in those waters for such occurrences arrives 
at Bocas steps will be taken to force the 
revolutionists to give up their prize, if they 
have not before that date carried out their 
plans and made things lively at Bocas del 
Toro.

Ministers Evade Peace Talk. 


The Ministers evaded all questions relating 
to the Boer conference yesterday, but em- 
phasized the fact that military operations 
have not been suspended. No official expla- 
nation has been made of the secret under- 
standing between Lord Kitchener and Act- 
ing President Schalk Burger upon which 
the Boer leaders._asked and'received a safe 
conduct and facilities. for reaching their 
companions in arms. If this did not exclude 
the Boer claim for independence and sep- 
arate nationality — Kitchener was less 
business-like than usual. : 

The prevailing opinion among the mem- 
bers of Parliament is that a long step has 
been taken in the direction of peace, but 


‘that considerable time may be required for 


reaching the goal. The King’s sudden 
change in plans and his return to London 
tend to confirm the view that proposals of 
peace have been roughly outlined and that 
the Ministers desire to consult him. 


Boers in Holland Expect Peace. 


»The Boer leaders in Holland, I am con- 


vinced, are expecting peace while they are 


’ advocating war to the bitter end. Aggres- 


sive talk is their natural reply to the min- 
isterial assurance that there is no armistice, 
and that the campaign is going on. Eloff’s 
family would not have returned to south 
Africa unless there had been a prospect of 
early peace, and there are many other in- 
dications that the days of the Boer exile are 
numbered. 

The envoys are evidently running short of 
money and are eager to return. They ridi- 
cule the idea that peace can be made with- 
out their help. Lord Kitchener has probably 
enabled Schalk Burger to use the British 
wire in communicating with Kruger. The 
terms of peace forced upon the big Boers 
will represent without doubt the wishes of 
the chief leaders in south Africa and not 
those in Europe.

their revolvers. 


Outbreaks in the Evening. 

During the evening there were several 

other outbreaks in the city. The police 
charged the rioters and about twenty-five 
persons were wounded. Many others were 
arrested. -All those arrested were armed 
with revolvers. 
- Demonstrations and encounters also oc- 
curred at Liege, Ghent, and elsewhere, the 
most serious being at Houdeng-Goegnies, in 
the coal district. During the collision be- 
tween the police and strikers at that place 
the latter used brickbats and firearms. 

The police fired upon-the rioters, killing 
a coal miner and a young girl. Fifteen per- 
sons were wounded, including two police- 
men. Mounted infantry finally dispersed 
the mob.

“Ser- 
geants Flynn and Smith of the South Chi- 
cago police, when they réached the church, 
made an attempt to save the solid gold 
communion vessels. They reached the gy vd 
Tail, and there Flynn was overcome by 
smoke. Smith draggei him to the door, 
where he, too, sank overcome, Both’ were 
hurried from the building by other police- 
men and later were revived. | 

Father Van De Laar was heartbroken at 
the fire. He stood near the building cry- 
ing and wringing his hands. Father Coninesol 
and Subridge were with him and attempted 
to console him. Father Van De Laar said 
he believed Anarchists had started the fire. 

The loss was $25,000 to the church. The 
loss to surrounding property will add several 
thousand dollars to the total.

CONVICTS TELL OF ABUSE. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. 

Michigan City, Ind., April 11.—[Special. ]— 
The Board of Control of the Indiana State 
Prison sprung a surprise tonight on Dr. 
Brose 8. Horne, former prison physician, 
who has made charges against the manage- 
ment. From accuser Dr. Horne was trans- 
formed into the accused. The board charged 
the physician with dividing money with a 
vaccine company having headquarters in 
Oak Park, Il. 

While it was acknowledged the board was 
back of the charges they were made by Will- 
lam Cassidy, former Chief of Police of South 
Bend, Ind. Mr. Cassidy came to Michigan 
City with letters which had passed betwéen 
the vaccine firm and Dr. Horne, and immedi- 
ately was served with a subpoena to-appear 
before the State Board of Charities during its 
investigation of the charges made by Horne 
against Deputy Warden Barnard. 


Incriminating Letters Found. 

Letters obtained by Mr. Cassidy acknowl- 
edge the receipt of a draft for $28.50, which 
Dr. Horne is said to have indorsed. The 
following letter, signed Brose 8. Horne, was 
sent to'E. W, Wood, Oak Park, Tll., Oct. 15, 
1901: 

“ Please senda bill to Warden Shideler for 
vaccine virus and charge $1 per tube and 
send me all above 50 cents. Send bill in full 
amount. When you receive your money you 
can send me mine. Send the bill to G. A. H. 
Shideler, Warden of’ the Indiana State 
prison, Michigan City. Say it was for vac- 


cination.” 
Asks for Commission. 

The packages referred to in the letter were 
fifty-seven packages of vaccine virus, which 
was to cost 50 cents a package: In Decem- 
ber the following letter was sent by Dr. 
Horne to Dr. Wood: 

“‘ Draft is sent to you this day for $57 for 
vaccine virus. Please send me one-half, 
$28.50, but when you send mail in an en- 
velope without any printing on outside. I 
will give you another order before long. 
Some of the virus did not act, but we will 
say nothing about it and will not ask for 
further virus free. Please send the money 
soon.”’

Dr. Horne. admitted tonight that he had 
accepted and cashed the draft, but said he 
was entitled to it as commission, he having 
been employed by Dr. Wood at one time. 

Today’s proceedings began with a refusal 
on the part of Dr. Brose S. Horne, the ac- 
cusing witness, to submit a list of witnesses. 
Dr. Horne said he would not mix other men 
in the investigation, as it did not appear to 
him it would amount to much. Timothy 
Nicholson, chairman of the subcommittee 
of prisons and reformatories of the Board 
of Charities, appeared for the first time. He 
waived the chairmanship and left the work 
of examination to Judge Davis. 

Dr. Horne acoused the prison officers of 
using tainted meat, wormy figs and peaches, 
and milk from a cow in the last stages of 
tuberculosis. When he learned of the use of 
the milk, the doctor said, he ordered the cow 
killed. He could not testify positively that 
the milk had been given to the convicts, but 
he was positive it had been used somewhere. 

He said he had made reports on the sani- 
tary condition of the cells until the prison

Praises Confederate Army. 


The army systems of the United States 
and Great Britain were criticisedseverely by 
General Schofield, who in this connection de- 
clared that the confederates in the civil war 
carried off the best blood of the country, 
organized their army better than the North, 
and that their officers were more able and 
their men better soldiers. a, 

Congress was referred to as “‘ that foun- 
tain of error,’’ and the General denounced it 
for the law that retired men in their prime 
and days of greatest usefulness. 

In his testimony indorsing the bill, made 
public today, General Schofield said: 

‘(The exalted individual office, so-called, of 
Commanding Géheral of the army, must dis- 
appear. There is no room for it in this gov- 
ernment, no matter who occupies it. He. 
must be what other nations of the earth 
have, a chief of staff, not a Commanding 
General. 

“What is the use of a great General as 
the nominal head of the army if the Presi- 
dent will mot even talk to him except to criti- 
cise him, or if the Secretary of War and he 
an oe see each other? What good is

‘President Should Select Chief. 


In.reply to a question by Senator Burrows, 
*“ Why would not the same condition of af- 


“fairs exist between the chief of staff and the 


President?’’ General Schofield replied: 

“ Because he would relieve him and get 
another. The personal relations between 
the President, the Secretary of War, and the 
commanding General are, after all, more 
important than any law, and that is one of 
the reasons why this bill is absolutely indis- 
pensable, or something like it. You must 
give to the President discretion to select 
that man.’’ 
“ Why cannot the Lieutenant General of 
the army ard the President confer as it is?” 


Asked, and General, Schofield replied:

and-So’ is commanding the army.” 


Present System Is Denounced, 

In reply to a question by Senator Scott, 
calling attention to General Miles’ state- 
ment that the effect of the proposed legis- 
lation would be to Germanize and Russianize 
the American army, General Schofield said: 
*“*I am not afraid of that. I think we might 
Germanize other things a little with advan- 
tage, possibly.’’ 

Remarking upon the provision of the bfll 
for| a four years’ term as chief of staff, 
General Schofield opposed it as coming from 
‘‘that fountain of error, the Congress of the 
United States, which provides for the retire- 
ment of the best men just when they come 
tobe of the age when Von Moltke won his 
greatest triumphs. I am not superannuated 
yet,” he continued, “ and still I have been re- 
tired for a long time.” 


Southern Soldiers the Better. 


General Schofield expressed the. opinion 
that during the war of the rebellion ‘the 
Southern system of selecting high officers 
‘was far better than that of the .

South Not Dissatisfied: 

Mr. Money declared it was not the South- 
ern States which were dissatisfied with the 
present method of electing Senators, but 
Republican States, which evidently were 
dissatisfied with their representation. 

Mr. Depew, in reply, said he had proposed 
his amendment .because he desired to. get 
the important question before the Senate 
and before the country. He insisted thatif 
Senators were to be elected by popular vote 
the whole question of their election would 
be called up whenever their credentials were 
presented. 

Mr. Depew said he had no disposition to 
interfere with the local affairs of any South- 
ern States, and he would not favor a so- 
called “force bill,”” but when the men of 
New York had cast votes in accordance with 
manhood suffrage they had a right to de- 
mand to know what similar votes had been 
cast in Mississippi. He declared that the 
Regisfration boards in Mississippi were ‘se- 
lected practically from one party and for 
one particular purpose—viz.: To prevent the 
negro from voting. The negro, he asserted, 
never could satisfy the. Registration boards 
that they were qualified to vote.. 


Denounces Syffrage Laws. 


He declared that if there were: manhood 
suffrage in Virginia, Kentucky, and North

ONDON, April 2.—Mr. George Moore 


has made a brilliant discovery that 


promises to revolutionize the art of 
, novel writing. He has ready for pub- 
lication a collection of Irish stories 
under the general title of The Untilled 
Fields.’’ The book has been translated into 
Erse, and some of the stories have been re- 
translated back into English. Mr. Moore in- 
forms us that the improvement which has 
been wrought in these stories by the process 
of translating them into Erse and back again 
Into English is marvelous. He compares the 
process t6 a dip into the salt sea, and tells 
us that “ dipping is as good for stories as for 
human beings.”’ 

If Mn Moore {s right. and he Gsvaily is 
right in matters pertaining to literature, we 
have here the clew to good writing. Suppose 
that a man writes a novel that is unquestion- 
ably dull. He will in that case employ some 
clever Frenchman to translate it into French, 
and then he will employ another Anglo- 
Saxon to translate it back into English. The 
result will be that the French bath into 
which the book been dipped will have 
given the novel just the quantity of sparkle 
end lightness that it originally needed. Or 
suppose that the book, in its first stage, 
seemed to be altogether .too frivolous. All 
that would be necessary in that case would 
be to have it translated into German and 
back into English. It would then have the 
desired degree of solidity and seriousness. 
Or, again, suppose that the book lacked 
the element of lunacy, which is found in the 
works of certain great Russian novelists. 
Let it be dipped in Russian, and it would 
doubtless be found to have the _ requisite 
amount of socialism and repulsiveness, which 
would insure its popularity among the wor- 
shipers of Russian novelists. 

I foresee that Mr. Moore’s great discovery 
will lead to the early establishment of a 
bathing ’establishment for novels, presided 
over by a literary expert. Novels in manu- 
script will be submitted to the expert, who. 
will carefully diagnose their faults and pre- 
scribe the kind and quality of lingual baths 
in which they must be dip A bad novel 
may thus pass through its *‘cure’’ at the 
establishment and come forth a masterpiece. 
Of course. there will always be incurable 
cases—novels so hopelessly bad that noteven 
translation into Arabic, Japanese, or Choc- 
taw wilh help them, but as a general rule the 
process invented by Mr. Moore will have its 
desired effect, and the character of the novels 
which have undergone it will be so enor- 
mously improved that we shall look upon 
Mr. Moore as the real founder of English 
literature. He has tried the plan of dipping 
his stories into Erse, and he assures us that 
they have been thereby so'improved that he 
is filled with wonder and admiration. I do 
not for a moment doubt it. Mr. Mooreis the 
severest possible critic of his own work, and, 
unlike many authors, he knows when he has 
done good work or poor work. I Congratulate 
him on the most remarkable literary dis- 
covery of modern times. . Mrs. Gallup can- 
not, as a discoverer, be compared with him 
for a single ne

By that 
time the author would hardly be able to 
recognize it, but without doubt it would 
possess all the good qualities which it now 
lacks, and would be in all respects com- 
pletely cured. I do not wish to be under- 
stood as saying that even in its present state 
“Scarlet and Hyssop" is not worth read- 
ing, for it is certainly interesting, and to be 
interesting is the first of all qualities in a 
novei—unless, of course, we except novels 
written with some great philanthropic pur- 
pose. But the book would be much better 
for a thorough course of dipping in foreign 
languages, and before Mr. Benson gives us

teenth Century Review, entitled ‘‘ The Apos- 
tle of Mediocrity,’’ is attracting a good deal 
of attention.

Sedley; and Rawdon Crawley was little bet- 
ter than a professional gambler. Probably 
. Thackeray did not like soldiers, and perhaps 
he had some reason for this dislike, but the 
fact that he almost invariably caricatured 
the British officer cannot be denied. Mr, 
Lord, "however, is certainly wrong in some 
of the conclusions which he has drawn to 
the discredit of Thackeray, and the general 
verdict on his article will probably be that, 
whether it is true or false, it is a pity that 
it was ever written.

It is said that on ‘ews occasion of the coro- 
nation several authors are to be knighted. I 
do not believe it. With the exception of Mr. 
Silas Hocking, I know of no safe family 
novelist who, like the late Sir Walter Besant, 
would be regarded by the powers that be as 
worthy to rank with Sir Henry Irving and 
Sir Squire Bancroft. One can hardly imag- 
ine a knighthood being offered to Mr. Kip- 
ling. It would be almost as impossible as 
his acceptance of it. Between authors who 
would not consent to be knights in any cir- 
cumstances and authors whom nobody would 
think of knighting, there does not seem to be 
much material among literary men for 
knighthood. It is currently reported that 
the King never reads a book, and it is mor- 
ally certain. that Lord Salisbury, who 
thought Mr. Austin a fit and proper person 
‘to succeed Lord Tennyson, has next to no 
familiarity with the books of the day, with 
the exception of scientific books. 

We may possibly see a knighthood con- 
ferred upon some author of so little impor- 
tance that every one will be surprised by the 
election, but more probably there will be no 
authors among the new knights of the cor- 
onation.

HE late Sir Walter Besant’s eagerly 
awaited autobiography will be pub- 
lished by Messrs Dodd, Mead & Co, 
during the coming week. It fs not a 
| large book, covering less than 300 
pages, but every page is interesting, just as 
Sir Walter’s novels were interesting, just 
as he himself was interesting—not thrilling, 
not great on any way, but full of the interest 
that went with his personality. 
The autobiography is edited by Mr. 8. 
Squire Sprigge, who writes an introduction 
which he calls a prefatory note, though it 
covers twenty-seven pages. It is, however, 
valuable as explaining certain things in the 
autoblography. Sir Walter wrote the book 
for publication, but he did not live to read 
his proofs or revise his manuscript. - He did 
not mean the book to be published until 
after his death, but he intended to have it In 
perfect shape. Mr. Sprigge thinks that had 
Sir Walter revised the book certain expres- 
sions of bitterness towards the church and 
towards the critics wou'd have been omitted. 
I have my doubts. Sir Walter was one of 
_ most genial men who ever lived, but, at 
t same time, he was a good hater and a 
good fighter, as no one knows better than 
those who fell under his displeasure. He 
never hesitated during the course of his life 
to say what he thought of publishers and 
their methods. He fought them tooth and 
nail. And yet he worked for them, for 
Messrs. Chatto & Windus were the publish- 
ers of his novels and Messrs. Black of his 
stupendous “ Survey of London.” which was 
never finished. Although Sir Walter fought 
the publishers, he had many warm friends . 
among them. They regarded his onslaughts 
as rather Quixotic than spiteful. His argu- ae 
ment was that publishers made too much 
money, authors too little; and that the cause 
of this unhappy arrangement was the une- 
qual division of the spoils. This may be - 
true in somé cases, but I think, on the whole, 
that authors are having their innings now, if 
they never had before. But they did before, 
as well as now, if their books sold; if their . 
books didn’t sell, of course they made no » 
money. I don’t think that George Eliot had 
anything to complain of, nor had Dickens or 
Thackeray. Perhaps they would have made 
more. money today, but that may be because 
there are more readers than because of any 


better publishing conditions. 


Sir Walter believed in the literary agent. 
He was guided in all his business transac- 
tions by Mr. A. P. Watt, whom he specially 
compliments in his autobiography, not only 
as having made money for him but as hay- 
ing relieved him from every kind of pecunt+ 
ary anxiety. Since putting himself into the 
hands of Mr. Watt and his son his income- 
was multiplied by three at least. This is in- 
teresting but not erlcouraging to the begin- 
ner. Sir Walter had his market when he put 
himself into Messrs. Watt's hands. They 
increased it and, as he said, relieved him of 
all care, but had he been a beginner they 
would not have touched him with a ten-foot 
pole. And one can hardly blame them. 
They have an enormous business with au- 
thors whose work is easy to dispose of, and 
why should they cumber the machinery of 
their office with the work of authors who 
have no commercial value? Of course, if 
they should discover a genius, I have no 
|] doubt that they would put him on their 
] list, but they haven’t time to look for gen- 
fuses with so many geniuses looking for 


them. 


The closing imatere of Sir Walter’s auto- 
biography, those that tell of his literary 
work, are the most interestingto me. It was 
in 1868 that he decided to cultivate the fleld 
of literature—not entirely, however, for he 
retained a secretaryship to help him along 
while he was selling his essays, mostly spe- 
cial articles on French literature. While 
this line of work was most interesting, it was 
not remunerative. One of his most elaborate 
on the “ Romance of the Rose,” 


hich t him six months and more of solid 
work, ted him $175. During the years 


from 1868 to 1873 inclusive he does not think 
that he made as much as $1,000 a year by 
literary work, but he saye? 
I was, however, unmarried, I lived in chambers, 
and I still kept my secretaryghip. It is really : 
astonishing how well one can tive as a bachelor a 
on quite a small income. My rent was £40 a year; ; 
my laundress, washing, coals, lights, and break- 
fast cost me about £704 year. My dinners—it is 
a great mistake not to feed well—cost: me about — 
80 shillings a week. Altogether I could live well 
indeed on about £250 a year. Practically I spent 
more, because I traveled whenever I could get 
away, and bought books, and was fond of good 
claret. The great thing in literary work is always

previous one. It never was more noticeable 
than now. The banks are strong in their 
resources, carefully managed, and carrying 
a large line of déposits. There is a manifest 
conservatism in their management which 
‘argues for a continuance of the substantial 
® progress which is now going on. 
| “Tt so happens, with increasing deposits 
end generally decreased fixed indebtedness 
of the character of mortgages, the banker of 
the West is not at present able to utilize at 
fome. all of his available loanable funds, 
and. as a result, even the Pacific coast 
banker is buying paper in New York or 
Chicago at rates which a few years since 
‘would have been regarded as ridiculously 
low. His position of strength has been of 
great benefit to his home customers, who 
are gradually getting interest rates granted 
which in a measure approach those obtained 
by the borrowers in the East. 

“What the Pacific coast most needs are 
manufacturing interests. It will ultimately 
have them, as a supplement to the agri- 
cultural and other sources of wealth now 
gc abundantly possessed. The railroads are 
daing much for every section of the West— 
go much that it is hard to understand why 
there is an opposition manifested anywhere 
te their development and efficiency. The 
effort now being made by afl the great 
transcontinental lines to perfect their sys- 
‘tems to the West, and gain quicker and 
better transportation facilitfes, is, to the 
mind of the coast residtnt an argument 
that the Eastern railway manager gnd his 
fnancial backers are becoming more and 
more believers in the great possibilities 
which are in store for the people of the 
States through which their lines pass. 


Hope Is for Irrigation. 


“If some reasonable perfect system of 
not too expensive irrigation can be devised, 
citer through State or national undertak- 
img, there is simply no’ limit to the agri- 
cultural possibilities of a present vast terri- 
tory of waste land. 
“Every Californian and every resident of 
the Biates west of the Rocky Mountains is 
anxious for Congressional action on this } 
subject. I believe they are more interested 
in an expenditure for money for irrigation 
on the part of the government than for the 
digging of the canal across the isthmus. It 
is certain that the former undertaking would 
be of vastly more benefit than that which 
could possibly flow from the latter.

Btates to have their agricultural resources 
developed and made secure through an as- 
sured supply of water than to have a canal 
built that of necessity would be wholly ex- 
perimental.

‘SENATOR HANNA’S LITTLE J 

_Just before the hour had arrived to take 
a vote in the United States Senate on the 
ship subsidy bill Senator Hanna offered an 
amendment. No notice had been given by 
him that he intended’ to offer it. It.was 
new matter. The amendment called for 
discussion, but it’ could not be: discussed, 
Debate had closed and was out of order. 
The Senate voted stolidly and adopted the 
amendment—not ignorantly, we fear, but 
with malice aforethought. . 

Striking out superfiuous words, the 
amendment reads, as follows: . 


Nothing contained in any. act of, Congress shall 
be construed to prevent any corporation from. 


lines engaged in foreign commerce. 

The only apparent. purpose ofthe provi- 
sion is to permit trunk limes operating be- 
tween interior points and the seaboard— 
between Chicago and New York, for ex- 
ample—to obtain the. control of “one or 
more ”.ocean steamship lines and to make 
compound rates from interior points to the 
other side of:the Atlantic. In this way all 
lines engaged in interstate commerce might 
evade the law as regards hoth land and 
ocean traffic. Fortified by Senator Han- 
na’s amendment, if it shall become the law, 
the trunk lines. will be enabled to snap their 
fingers at the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission, so far as.ali foreign business is 
concerned, and 80 percent of their east-. 
bound traffic is foreign. 

Besides this, the amendment nullifies 
some of the provisions of the Sherman anti- 
trust law for the benefit of the individuals 
‘or: corporations engaged in transatlantic 
traffic: The great steamship companies 
are “ pooling their issues,” and Congress 
is ‘asked to sanction their action.

disfranchised, a “small oligarehy,” mean- 
ing the white voters, has for some time 
elected Senators whose votes have neutral- 
ized the votes of New York, Pennsylvania, 
Illinois, and Ohio. This is regrettable, but 
it is not a reason why the, voters of the 
Northern States in question, and of other 
States should be denied an opportunity to 
elect Senators in a way which, in their 
opinion, will give them better Senators. 

Senator Dépew abhors the ‘small oli- 
garchy” in the South. Is there no “ small 
‘oligarchy ” in New York which elects 
United States Senators? There is a strong 
impression that there is such an “oli- 
garchy ” in that State, in Pennsylyania, and 
in' some other States. It is to be feared that 
Senator Depew is not so much afraid of 
what the “small oligarchy ” in Mississippi 
may do in the event of the election of Sen- 
ators by the people‘as he is fearful of what. 
may happen to the “small oligarchy,” jn 
his own State, which would cease to elect 
Senators if the people were authorized to 
elect them directly. 

Many “small oligarchies ” are. threat- 
ened by the proposed change in the method 
of electing Senators. That is why so many 
Senatorial oligarchs see nothing but harm 
in the change and oppose it openly, or, like 
Senator Depew, indirectly by amendment. ' 


| A sOUND “OHIO -IDEE.” 
Henceforth the quasi-public corporations 
of Ohio will pay an annual State tax of 
liper cent on their gross incomes. Private 
corporations, formed for purposes of profit, 
will pay a tax of one-tenth of 1 per cent on 
their capital stock. The two sources of 
meome will furnish $2,000,000 of revenue 
yearly to the State. To that extent the 
general property tax for State purposes 
will be decreased. Still another law is to 
be enacted levying. a tax of 2% per cent 
on the premiums of foreign insurance com- 
panies doing business in the State. From: 
this source $800,000 a year may be obtained. 
Before long there will be in Ohio a com- 
plete divorcement of State and local taxa- 
tion. Real and personal property taxes 
will be left exclusively to the counties and 
municipalities. The State will obtain the 
revenue it requires in other quarters. Whea. 
this shall have been accomplished a State 
Board of Equalization, with its elaborate 
and usually ineffectual machinery for the 
just division of a State general property 
tax among the different counties, will cease 
to be necessary. Then the assessments 
made by local assessors will remain unal- 
tered and local taxing ies, when they 
levy taxes, will know that their work will 


‘not be upset by a change in the assessments 


made by an outside authority. 

The reform in the mode of raising State 
revenue which Ohio is putting in operation. 
is needed in Illinois. The sources from 
which. Ohio is to obtain revenue to meet 
State expenses are to be found in Dlinois 
and will supply the State with abundant 
revenue. It will be collected more rapidly, 
and at less cost than the revenue derived 
from’ general property taxes.

“ROM the’ National Soldiers’ Home at 
Dayton, O., comes'a_ story which 
‘should furnish plots for most of the 
sensational novels of the coming sea- 
-son. Unlike most ‘of the stories of 

sudden wealth and great titles inherited by 
men-in: lowly circumstances, this tale is 
vouched’ for by what ‘seems to be reliable 
authority. . 

Lorenzo Arthur Dodge—to ietiiane at once 
into the center of the plot—was born on the 
sailing ship Empire, midway-between Liver- 
pool and New York, in 1845. -His parents 
were Vermont farmers, and when .Lorenzo 
Arthur reached the mature age of 9 years 
he ran away from home and went down to 
New York to seek his fortune.

It is. likely that 
they would have failed of their object, how- 
ever, had not a British man-of-war happened 
to sail into. the. harbor.of Havana while the 
matter was under, discussion.
